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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 

1933 marks the closing of a year made memorable by the 
tragedy of the fire of unknown origin which oceurred at the 
County Farm on July 30, 1933, when all of the farm buildings 
were destroyed. Fortunately; there was no wind blowing so 
that the institution buildings were not affected. There was 
no loss of human life, and the only live stock which was lost 
was about 18 pigs. 

Steps were immediately taken to erect a new building, and 
at a meeting of the County Delegation held on August 4, the 
Commissioners were authorized to build a barn and two silos 
at a cost not to exceed $10,000.00. After advertising for bids 
on the same, the contract was awarded to Glenroy W. Scott on 
September 8, 1933, at a cost of $9,877.23, he being the lowest 
bidder. Operations were started at once, and we are pleased 
to report that we have a fine barn, 168 feet 8 inches long, 36 
feet wide, 34.10 feet high from first floor level, with tie-ups for 
40 cows, ten young stock, two young stock pens, one maternity 
pen, one bull pen, three horse and three box stalls. One of 
the outside features in connection with the barn, is a ramp 
16 x 68 feet leading from the main road to the upper floor level, 
thus enabling trucks to drive directly into the hay loft where 
there is space sufficient to take care of the hay and all farm 
machinery. Underneath the ramp is a creamery heated by oil, 
sleeping quarters for the herdsman, and vegetable storage 
space, the latter added above the contract price. An electric 
milking machine has been added to the barn equipment. 

The Commissioners felt that a garage was very important, 
and we have erected a building 62 feet long, 22 feet wide, and 
nine feet eight inches high. Cement blocks were used in the 
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construction of the garage, which will accommodate six motor 
vehicles. 

We have had installed a new electric refrigerating plant 
to replace the chemical one which had been in operation for 
many years and which was in need of extensive repairs. 

A sprinkler system is being installed at the County Farm, 
the contract having been awarded to Fred E. Newcomb of 
Newport, N. H. | ; 

Despite the fact that hard times have affected so many of 
the industries in Keene and the 22 towns in the County, we 
are gratified to report that in each instance all County taxes 
were paid, and we closed our books with a balance of $6,783.11, 
with no outstanding notes or bonded indebtedness. 

We wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. B. F. Sherman for their 
unfailing kindness to all the inmates at the County Farm and 
extend to them our personal appreciation for all courtesies 
extended to us throughout the year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Llonorable Board of Commissioners of Cheshire County : 

The following is the report of the Cheshire County Farm, 
for the year ending Dee. 31, 1933. 

The increase in the expenses of the institution during the 
past year, was due largely to the fire July 30 which destroyed 
the group of farm buildings and contents directly across the 
road from the institution. 


The most important repairs and improvements during the 
year were the building of a new barn with suitable milk rooms 
attached, a new six car garage, a new shop replacing the old 
shop which was torn down, the installation of a new electric 
refrigerating system, and the installing of a new telephone 
system in the different institution buildings. 

Changes in the County Farm inventory ineluded in this 
report gives a partial list of new farm equipment purchased 
during the year, some of this equipment was to replace equip- 
ment destroyed by the fire, but the sawmill, tractor and 
milking machine and corn harvester were purchased as addi- 
tional equipment. 


Extensive repairs were also made on the electric wiring, 
the power lines being changed from 110 volts to 220 volts, and 
all motors reconnected and repaired where necessary, much of 
the old wire being replaced with new, and suitable switches 
and other equipment installed where necessary. 

The farm furnished the institution with an ample supply 
of farm produce, the potato crop of 1225 bu. being the largest 
in many years. About 100,000 ft. of lumber was cut and 
sawed, much of this lumber was used in the building of the 
new barn, shop, garage and other repair work.

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We have been very fortunate during the year in having 
different groups in the County visit the institution with some 
form of entertainment and both Mrs. Sherman and I wish to 
thank them, and all Church organizations who assisted in con- 
ducting our religious services, and to all who sent gifts to the 
inmates especially at Christmas.

MOUSLEY HOSPITAL

To the Commissioners of Cheshire County : 

As physician of the Maplewood Home, I herewith submit 
my report for the year ending December 31, 1933. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation and 
assistance given me during the year by the Commissioners, 
Superintendent and Matron, and also for the excellent service 
rendered by the nurses in the hospital. 

The health of the inmates at the Maplewood Home during 
the year just elapsed has been up to the average for people 
who are afflicted with the ordinary iuls and infirmities which 
are the usual accompaniment of advancing years. The pris- 
oners, on the whole, have been in better health, and have 
required less treatment than usual, some however, requiring 
isolation and others surgical attention. 

The hospital has been well filled during the year, due to 
the admission of patients from practically every town in the 
county; in fact, its capacity was seriously overtaxed during 
December, due to a mild epidemic of pneumonia and kindred 
ailments. 

There were 9 major and 17 minor operations performed 
and eared for at the hospital during the year. 

There were 636 weeks and 3 days hospital care furnished, 
not including medical care given inmates throughout the insti- 
tution for various ailments not requiring hospital care. 

There were 34 deaths and 9 births at the hospital during 
the year.

against the $4000 appropriation Firmin, Callahan, Adams, 
Knowlton, Gates, Hanson, Barrett, Brackett, Spaulding, Winn, 
McAllister. 14 having voted for the appropriation, and 11 
against, Chickering’s motion was lost. Callahan for the pur- 
pose of reconsideration at some future date served notice he 
wished to be recorded as changing his vote, and on this notice 
Thompson moved for consideration at the present time and 
then Callahan withdrew his notice of reconsideration, and 
Thompson then withdrew his motion leaving the roll call stand 
as voted. 

Kellom moved, seconded by Adams that we appropriate 
$4000 for the Elliot Community Hospital both for the years 
1933 and 1934, and the Chairman ealled for a division, result- 
ing in 20 voting for the appropriation and four against. 
Motion by O’Neal, seconded by Thompson that the budget 
submitted by the Committee for the year 1933 be adopted. 
Motion prevailed. Same motion by same Delegates for the 
vear 1934 prevailed. ; 

Motion by Sibley that we rescind that part of the 1933 
budget pertaining to County Officers Salaries. Sibley with- 
drew the motion to allow Carrick to make a motion on this 
appropriation. On motion by Carrick, seconded by Appleton 
that the Salaries of the County Officers as adopted in the bud- 
eet be rescinded and an appropriation of $4100 be substituted 
for the $4500 adopted and that in addition to the $4100 County 
Officers Salaries we appropriate $400 for a Clerk’s Salary and 
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the Clerk’s services be retained wholly for the sole use of the 
County Commissioners duties. Discussion on this motion 
ensued and the question raised that the Delegation had no 
authority to appropriate money for the services of a Clerk for 
the benefit of the County Commissioners. On motion of 
Thompson a recess was declared and the budget Committee 
retire and get a ruling on the subject from the Attorney 
General. The Committee reported back that the Attorney 
General’s Office ruled that the Delegation had full power to 
appropriate money for a Clerk to the County Commissioners. 
The Chairman put Carrick’s motion which prevailed. 

Thompson moved the Delegation accept the invitation of 
the County Commissioners to visit the County Farm and June 
29, 1933 was date voted upon. 

Motion by Thompson meeting adjourn awaiting call of the 
Chairman.

A meeting of Cheshire County Delegation was held at 
County Farm, Westmoreland, N. H., Thursday June 29, 1933 
at 11 A. M. 

Chairman Callahan presiding. All present except Graves, 
Fletcher, Brackett, Chickering, Kellom, Kimball, Granger, Fir- 
min, Clark, Barrett, Spaulding, Hanson, Adams, Rice, Duncan. 

County Commissioners, Ramsay, Richardson and Swan, 
were present, also Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
B. F. Sherman. 

Miss Richardson, Clerk of the County Commissioners re- 
ported for the Board, that, the reeommendations of the Investi- 
gating Committee were being carried out practically 100%, 
and assurred the Delegation they welcomed any Investigation 
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of the Delegation at any time, and were of the opinion that 
they worked for the betterment of all concerned with County 
Affairs. 

The Superintendent informed the Delegation that with 
but one exception he was in perfect accord with the eriticisms 
of the Investigating Committee, and considered they were 
perfectly just and good. This one eriticism he did object to 
was the newspapers mention of his being frequently absent 
from the Farm, while as a matter of fact his absence was on 
County business, and that during the past ten years he had 
not been given a regular vacation which he thought he was 
entitled to, and owing to being absent on separate days at a 
time he had not asked for any vacation. 

The Delegation were of the opinion that for the best inter- 
est of the Institution the Commissioners should grant to the 
Superintendent and Matron a two weeks vacation each year, 
rather than separate days at a time, and this matter could be 
left to the discretion of the Commissioners and Superintendent 
and Matron. 

Chairman Carrick speaking for the Investigation Commit- 
tee in defense of its reeommendation as pertains to the fre- 
quent absence from the Farm by the Superintendent, said their 
findings were based on several things that had happened at the 
Institution that reflected upon its management, especially dur- 
ing the absence of the Superintendent, and the Committee were 
of the unanimous opinion that when it was absolutely necessary 
for the Superintendent to absent himself from the Institution 
that a proper person be left in charge, and that the Turnkey 
was not the proper person, and he be substituted by a more 
efficient person. 

Chairman Callahan asked each member of the Delegation 
to ask any question they wished and express their personal 
opinion of the management of the Institution and other 
County affairs. Each member of the Delegation responded, 
and all questions were answered by the Commissioners, Super- 
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intendent and Matron, and a general discussion ensued which 
clarified many misunderstandings. 

The matter of alterations and buildings were discussed at 
length, and the Commissioners and Superintendent were of the 
opinion that the old Jail could not be remodelled satisfactorily 
owing to its construction, and that it would be for the best 
interest of the County to build a new Jail, and remodel the 
present Jail to be used for a Dormitory. 

Motion by Thompson, seconded by Carrick, that the Chair- 
man appoint a Committee of three to co-operate with the Com- 
missioners relative to building plans, and alterations and report 
back as soon as possible to the Delegation, that the County 
may take advantage of any Federal appropriation at its first 
opportunity. 

The Chairman appointed Sibley, Appleton, O’Neal on this 
Committee. 

Motion by Carrick, seconded by Thompson, that the Com- 
missioners be instructed to make application at once to the 
State Tax Commission for new County Bookkeeping set up. 

A rising vote of thanks was given the Matron for the 
excellent dinner served, and the Commissioners and Superin- 
-tendent for their co-operation in carrying out the reeommenda- 
tions of the Investigating Committee. 

Motion by Duffy that we adjourn and go into executive 
session. 

Chairman called meeting into executive session, and 
records of last meeting read and approved. 

Clerk read the ruling given by County Solicitor on the 
two questions propounded to him. 

Carrick moved that opinion of County Solicitor be referred 
to the Investigating Committee consisting of Carrick, (Chair- 
man), Thompson, (Clerk), Callahan, Winn, Wiswall, and they 
to act upon same and report back to the Delegation at some 
future date. 
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Wiswall moved to adjourn awaiting call of the Chairman. 
Meeting adjourned at 4:10 P. M.

Keene, N. H., July 31, 1933. 

A meeting of Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
Court Room, Court House, Keene, N. H., Monday July 31, 19338, 
at 9 A. M. Chairman Callahan presiding. 

Clerk called the roll, 25 delegates present, absentees were 
Carrick, Brackett, Appleton, McAllister, Duncan. Commis- 
sioners, Ramsay, Swan and Richardson, also Supt. Sherman 
were present. 

Records last meeting read and approved. Chairman Calla- 
han stated meeting was called to order upon request of Com- 
missioner Swan for the Board, that immediate action could be 
taken to replace the Farm Buildings burned Sunday night July 
30, 1933. The meeting being called by request of the Commis- 
sioners, the Delegates were told by them that they would re- 
ceive compensation for their attendance. 

Chairman Callahan called upon the Commissioners and 
Superintendent of the Farm for information relative to fire 
and requested that they give the Delegation all the facts in 
their possession. \ 

Miss Richardson had nothing to offer as she had been 
away attending funeral of a relative. Mr. Swan and Mr. 
Ramsay stated they went to the fire immediately upon tele- 
phone notification by Mrs. Sherman, and gave all the assistance 
they could. Supt. Sherman told the delegation he answered 
the alarm given by nurse Mrs. Walker, and ran to the fire, saw 
first line of hose connected, then ran to boiler room and started 
the fire pumps, then ran back to fire to take charge there. 

The Cows had been milked that afternoon and turned 
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back into the pasture, and therefore were not in the barn. A 
bull, three horses and six calves were driven from the burning 
buildings by the Herdsman Cecil Fisher and volunteers. 18 or 
20 pigs were released from the Piggery and some of them 
ran back into the fire, and in checking up 18 pigs were burned 
in the flames. 

The volume of fire prevented saving any of the seven 
motor vehicles in the garage. 4 cars were owned privately, and 
three were County property. The owners of the private cars 
were as follows: Nurse Miss Kathryn Napsey, George Cobb, 
Walter Wing, and Supt. Sherman. 

The three vehicles owned by the County were a Beach 
Wagon, Dodge Truck, and a Garford Truck. George White, 
an Employee tried to get the Trucks out but failed. Mr. Cobb 
and Mr. Wing also tried to get their cars out but the fire was so 
intense it prevented them. All the hay had been cut and 
stored in the barn, also silage and grain, and all destroyed. 

The first persons seen by Mr. Sherman when he got to 
the fire were two prisoners, Turnkey Cobb, and Farm Fore- 
man Welcome, and they were getting hose out. When he 
entered boiler room to start fire pumps, he saw night Watch- 
man Brinton, who also acts as night fireman. Mrs. Sherman 
attended to calling the Commissioners and Keene Fire Depart- 
ment. Upon further questioning by Chairman Callahan, Supt. 
Sherman stated that when he retired to his room the night of 
the fire, all were in the Institution excepting Mr. Wing, Mr. 
Cobb and Nurse Napsey. Upon investigation after the fire he 
ascertained that Mr. Wing had returned and put his car in the 
Garage, and later Mr. Cobb and Miss Napsey who had been 
away for the evening to-gether had returned around 11 o’clock 
and put the car in the Garage and were the last persons to 
return that night. And as near as Mr. Sherman could ascer- 
tain the fire must have started between 12 and 12:30 o’clock. 
The Superintendent quoting the Watchman’s words said he 
was about ready to start his round of duty when Mr. Sherman 
entered the Boiler-Room, and that on his 11 o’cloeck round he 
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had noticed nothing unusual and his clock showed punched at 
11 o’elock. Mr. Sherman said he did not know exactly where 
the fire started, as it was burning briskly in three places 
when he first saw it, but in his opinion it started either in the 
Piggery or connecting shed, and it undoubtedly had some start 
before he was awakened by the alarm. 

On further questioning by Chairman Callahan, he said he 
saw no one trying to get a car out of the Garage, but had since 
heard that Mr. Cobb and Mr. Wing had tried to get their cars 
out, and Mr. White had tried to get out the County Trucks. 
On still further questioning by Chairman Callahan he stated 
he saw no woman in a night robe running from scene of fire, 
and was then interrupted by Commissioners Swan and Rich- 
ardson who stated this person was undoubtedly Mrs. Wing, 
as she told them she had done so, and had tried to get out their 
ear and could not and ran back to the house. Mr. Knowlton 
asked the Superintendent if he saw anyone run towards the 
henhouse and return back to the hose house, his answer was 
that he did not. 

Chairman Callahan stated that in company with Mr. 
Knowlton they had visited the scene of the fire on Sunday, 
and from observation and information given them while there, 
he was of the impression that the Superintendent was with- 
holding information the Delegation should have, and _ his 
opinion was that it was being done to protect someone. The 
Superintendent resented such accusation and wanted the 
Delegation to believe him when he said he had told them all 
he knew about the fire. Adams of Jaffrey in arising in defense 
of the Superintendent said he felt the Delegation were not in 
accord with their Chairman’s personalities and in his opinion 
the Superintendent had answered all questions in a fair and 
clear manner. In further defense of the Superintendent, Bar- 
rett, of Keene, thought the Superintendent had given as clear 
a statement as possible when so much confusion attends a fire 
especially at an institution. 
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Commissioner Swan stated that when the Chairman had 
asked all the questions he wished, that the Delegation should 
take prompt action in providing quarters for the milking cows, 
as they had to be milked in the field, and unless shelter was 
provided there would be a shrinkage in milk production. 

Chairman Callahan notified the Delegation that later the 
Investigating Committee would make an Investigation of the 
fire, and report back to the Delegation, at some future date. 

Thompson moved the present Committee on building plans 
and alterations which now eonsists of Sibley, (Chairman), 
O’Neal, Appleton and the three Commissioners, be increased by 
two more members of the Delegation. Motion prevailed, and 
Chairman named Rice of Rindge, Wiswall of Marlboro on this 
Committee. 

Chairman requested information as to Insurance on 
County Farm property, and Miss Richardson presented the 
Insurance Policy, and Chair ordered that Clerk record same 
and return Policy to Miss Richardson. The Insurance is as 
follows: 

$5,000 On 3 story brick Almshouse Building, including 
bridge to old Asylum Building, and on frame Super- 
intendent’s house and all additions, steam and water 
pipes, stationary heating and lghting system, and 
permanent fixtures. 

700 On furniture, utensils, beds, bedding, linen, plated, 
crockery and glass ware, ete. 

500 On old Asylum building, including steam, water 
pipes, heating and lighting apparatus, and perma- 
nent fixtures. 

4.000 On brick 3 story new Asylum and Laundry buildmg, 
all steam, water pipes, lighting and permanent fix- 
tures) 

1,000 On furniture, laundry machinery, fixtures and 
apparatus. 

800 On brick building formerly used for House of Cor- 
rection, and Boiler house, and all permanent fixtures. 
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1,100 On frame North barn, frame horse barn, frame 
granary, all connected. 
1,300 On frame West barn. 
100 On frame wagon and tool house. 
400 On frame barn about 50 rods South of above. 
1,200 On live stock, in case of loss not to exceed following 
amounts on any one animal, Horses $150, Oxen $100, 
Cows $150, Hogs $20, Sheep $7.50, Poultry $2.00. 
300 On earriages, wagons, sleighs, sleds, harnesses, robes, 
whips, blankets, farming tools and implements of all 
descriptions. 
1,000 On hay, grain, and Farm produce. 
600 On slate roof frame Piggery, Hen house and wagon 
shed, situated about 30 feet Westerly of West Barn. 


$18,000 

On motion by Thompson, seconded by Sibley, to recess 
and retire to Farm, inspect ruins and hold a continued hearing 
at the Institution. Motion unanimous. 

Sibley in seconding Thompson’s motion wished to impress 
upon the delegation the importance of a continued hearing and 
that every delegate should attend this and all following meet- 
ings, which are bound to be of great importance, as personal 
business should be sacrificed for County business, especially at 
this time. 

Chairman asked the Commissioners if they would provide 
transportation for all delegates who did not have ears, and 
the Commissioners replied they would do so. Thompson sug- 
gested that as nearly every member had a ear, that transporta- 
tion could be arranged for among the delegates and save the 
County the expense. 

Chairman called a recess and all 25 delegates, Commis- 
sioners Ramsay and Richardson, and Supt. Sherman proceeded 
to the Farm, inspected the ruins and retired to Assembly Hall 
at the Institution, for continued meeting, Chairman Callahan 
presiding. The Chairman invited a free discussion of re-build- 
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ing, re-location and any other County business to come before 
the meeting. 

On motion of Winn, seconded by Kellom, that present 
building committee be empowered to select site and proceed 
with all building operations, Sibley as Chairman of this Com- 
mittee refused to entertain such a motion, stating the motion 
was too broad, and the matter too important for a small group 
to assume such responsibilities. Winn withdrew his motion. 

Thompson moved the Committee procure all necessary in- 
formation and present it to the delegation for action, and as 
usual, its majority would assume all responsibility. Motion 
carried unanimously. 

Much discussion on re-building and re-location prevailed. 
Ramsay asked for information as to costs and possibility of site 
for re-locating the Institution, and wished to be recorded as 
against any such plan, and suggested that a new cow barn be 
built on higher ground South of Red barn, and said Commis- 
sioner Swan was of same opinion. 

Graves was recorded as against re-location of Institution, 
and his opinion was that a modern Cow barn could be built at 
a minimum cost of $25,000. 

The following Delegates expressed themselves in favor of 
re-location, Knowlton, Sibley, Granger, Callahan, Thompson. 
Those against, were, Chickering, Hanson, Fletcher, Graves, and 
following preferred to await the Committee report before ex- 
pressing themselves, Winn, Kimball, Adams, Jones, Barrett, 
Gates, Wardwell, Duffy, O’Neal, Wiswall, Rice, Clark, Bur- 
bank, Kellom. Both Firmin and Spaulding stated that matter 
of re-location was up before the delegation about 10 years ago 
and given grave consideration, and such a plan was defeated 
at that time, and wished to leave the impression with the pres- 
ent delegation, that it should be considered very carefully, 
and probable costs of erecting a new Institution and great 
sacrifice of money already expended on the present location, 
and the burden to be borne by the County Tax payers, as they 
doubted very much that the Government could work out any 
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program whereby taxes could be reduced for some time to 
come, if ever. 

Rice stated he had invited to the meeting, Jay H. Corliss 
of Concord, See’y Board of Public Welfare, and requested per- 
mission of the Chairman that Mr. Corliss be given an oppor- 
tunity to address the Delegation. Mr. Corliss explained that 
the County would have to bear the expense of a building site, 
and that full and definite plans in detail be in readiness to 
present with their application for Federal Funds, and that 
with the excellent financial standing of the County he would 
not anticipate any difficulty in securing the money, but a 
little time would be necessary to allow the Federal set up to 
function. He thought the present site would not appeal to the 
officials in charge of alloting Funds, and doubted very much 
that the County would be able to secure these funds if they 
were to be expended at the present location. From his inspec- 
tion of the present Institution, it had many undesirable 
features, not only Flood and Fire hazards, but its distance 
from County seat and all the extra costs thereby entailed, 
which in a period of years would run into a considerable sum 
of money, and that the present set of buildings were in poor 
condition as to construction, heating system, refrigeration, and 
many other things, which must be improved in the immediate 
future, and would mean a considerable outlay of money, and 
when it was all done, the County would have still a very un- 
satisfactory proposition on its hands, and it would be cheaper 
to re-locate on a desirable site near the County seat, and save 
money and be better satisfied. The Federal money would be 
available, and if Cheshire County did not take advantage of 
it, they would be the loser, as other parts of the State and 
Nation were making application, and looking at the situation 
from every angle, he considered it the greatest opportunity the 
County ever had, and he hoped the delegation would avail 
themselves of it. 

Chairman Callahan told the delegation that after hearing 
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the remarks made by Mr. Corliss, as to conditions and present 
location of the Institution, he recalled that when the late 
William J. Ahern of Concord held the same office that Mr. 
Corliss now holds, that Mr. Ahern condemned the location and 
condition of buildings as being unfit, and recommended a 
change. 

Abby Wilder of Rindge, Supervisor of Cheshire County 
Relief Work was present and spoke briefly on the work of 
her Department. 

Commissioner Ramsay raised the question of the Delega- 
tion having power to bond the County for the enormous cost 
of re-location, and wished to be advised if it had such powers. 
Thompson stated that in his capacity as Clerk he was in pos- 
session of a ruling from the County Solicitor on other mat- 
ters, and in that report he thought there was an answer to 
Commissioners question, and Chairman Callahan, requested 
that the ruling be read, and Commissioner Ramsay requested 
the whole document be read in full as he wanted to know all 
that the Solicitor ruled upon. Clerk read the ruling as follows: 
To the Cheshire County Delegation: 

Your Chairman and Clerk called upon me to-day and pro- 
pounded the following questions: ‘‘What authority had the 
County Commissioners of the County of Cheshire to pay during 
1927, bills for hospital and physician’s care and services of 
the Superintendent, Mr. Benjamin F. Sherman?”’ 

I was requested by the said officers of the Delegation to 
prepare an opinion for the Delegation upon the above question. 

In this regard I would respectfully refer the County 
Delegation to Paragraph 12, Chapter 38 of the Public Laws of 
1926, which reads as follows: ‘‘They (the County Commis- 
sioners) Shall audit and allow all claims against or in favor of 
the County, excepting those which the court or its justices 
thereof are authorized by law to adjust and allow.’’ 

Paragraph 14 refers any disputed claim against the 
County to the Court for decision. 

Thus it would seem that the County Commissioners, or a 
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majority of them, can approve of the payment of a bill against 
the County of whatsoever sort or nature. 

The handling of County affairs originally was in the hands 
of a Court of Common Pleas, with the exception, however, that 
the County Convention were authorized to grant and appro- 
priate taxes for their County. Later the handling of County 
affairs was removed from the Court of Common Pleas and 
turned over to the County Commissioners, although the 
authority and power of the County Convention were not ex- 
tended. Somewhat later, the County Convention received ex- 
elusive authority to raise County Taxes, erect all public build- 
ings for the County exceeding the expense of $1,000.00. This 
limited somewhat the authority of the County Commissioners 
only as to the above two items. At the present time, County 
Commissioners have the custody and eare of all County: 
property ; may purchase personal property for the use of the 
County, its Courts and officers, may sell such portion of same 
as are not needed; may repair, enlarge or erect County build- 
ings at a cost not exceeding $1,000.00; have charge and eare of 
County Paupers, and are required to provide for their sup- 
port upon the County Farm or elsewhere; may appoint a 
superintendent for the County Farm and House of Correction, 
and such other officers, agents and servants as may be required 
for the care of the same and their inmates; may establish rules 
and regulations for the government of the County Farm and 
House of Correction, subject to certain limitations; are re- 
quired to audit all claims against or in favor of the County 
(except those which the Court or the justices thereof are 
authorized to allow), and to prosecute and defend all actions 
to which the County is a party. 

The powers of the County Convention are as follows: To 
raise County taxes, to authorize the purchase of real estate for 
the use of the County, the sale and conveyance of its real 
estate, the erection and enlargement of its buildings exceeding 
an expense of $1,000.00, the issuing of bonds for its debts, the 
appropriation of money for the purpose of securing County 
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Agents for the development of farming industries, and the 
investigation of conditions pertaining to the conduct of County 
affairs by the County Commissioners. 

The authority of the County Commissioners to pay 
accounts rendered against the County, should not be confused 
with the correctness of the accounts, or the question whether 
the accounts should be paid by the County or not, because if 
the County Commissioners should pay unlawfully, bills ren- 
dered against the County, 1t is my opinion that the County 
Commissioners are liable to be compelled to repay that money, 
and also the recipient of that money is lable to be compelled 
to return it. 

Whether or not the County Commissioners should have 
paid Mr. Sherman’s hospital and doctor bill from County 
funds, depends entirely upon whatever contract they had with 
Mr. Sherman. If his contract contains a provision to that 
effect, the bill is a just bill for the County to have been 
charged with, but if his contract does not cover situations of 
that kind, then, of course, the County Commissioners should 
not charge the County with that expense. I have no knowl- 
edge of the contents of the contract between the County Com- 
missioners and Mr. Sherman. 

- With reference to the other question propounded to me by 
the officers of the County Convention, which I understand to 
be as follows: ‘‘What authority had the County Commis- 
sioners of the County of Cheshire to pay for the services of an 
attorney to represent the Association of County Commissioners 
at the State Legislature?’’ I would state that the answer to 
the first question should in a great measure, answer the second 
question. There does not seem to be, however, very much 
doubt but that the County Commissioners should not authorize 
the payment of a bill for an attorney for the Association of 
County Commissioners out of County funds. |

Dear Sir: 

At your request we are submitting the enclosed copies 
which we have on file regarding contracts. You will notice 
that no mention is made of any vacation in either one of these 
named contracts. The reason for this is because of the fact 
that on various occasions when the Commissioners have met 
at the Farm when the question of a vacation was brought up, 
Mr. Sherman’s feeling in the matter was that he would 
rather take his vacation, days at a time, rather than for a 
stated length of time such as a two week’s vacation. This ar- 
rangement has continued throughout the years which he has 
been the superintendent of the County Farm, as he felt that he 
knew better when he could be away, and he did not want to 
take his vacation all at once; so that it has not been felt 
by any Board of County Commissioners that it was necessary 
to make any special contract about a vacation. We feel that 
there is quite a bit of confusion over the matter of Mr. Sher- 
man’s vacation, and his own statement at the meeting on June 
29th helped to make it even more so. If there is any further 
information regarding this subject that we can enlighten you 
on, if it is in our power to do so we will be only too glad to 
furnish same. I think the Delegation were told when we met 
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with them in the winter of this year at Concord that all the 
salaries of the employees, including Mr. and Mrs. Sherman, 
were reduced fifteen percent at the first of October, 1932, so 
that they are not being paid the amount which is mentioned in 
either one of these contracts. We would lke to assure the 
members of the Delegation that we are ready at all times to 
cooperate with them and furnish any information which will 
be helpful to a better understanding of county affairs. It has 
always been the policy of this Board to have our business 
conducted in such a way that their will be no hesitaney on our 
part in revealing to the tax-payers the manner in which the 
business is transacted.

P. M. Chairman Callahan presiding. 28 Delegates present, 
absentees being McAllister, Duncan. 

County Commissioners, Ramsay, Richardson, and Swan 
were also present. 

Records last meeting read and approved. Chairman Calla- 
han called upon Sibley (Chairman of Committee on building 
plans) for the committee report, as follows: 

At a meeting of the Committee held at the County Farm, 
Westmoreland, N. H., August 2, 1933, it was moved by O’Neal 
of Keene, and Appleton of Dublin, that the Commissioners be 
authorized to erect a barn and silos at a price not to exceed 
$10,000.00, on the site reeommended South of present red barn. 
This Committee vote being unanimous. 

Sibley fully explained all detail pertaining to matter of 
barn and its location, and stated it appealed to the com- 
mittee, that, should the delegation at some future meeting vote 
to re-locate the Institution, new barn would be no detriment, 
as it would make the property more saleable from a farm 
standpoint, as the house now occupied by farm foreman, with 
present red barn and new barn proposed, to-gether with the 
tillage and pasture land would make a complete farm set up, 
segregrated from present Institutional buildings. 

The Committee further recommends that two silos instead 
of one be built, and the herd of cows be reduced to 50 head, 
and that new barn be of a type of hay and cow barn combined 
under one roof, and also that some action should be taken at 
this meeting regarding replacement of present refrigeration 
system at the Institution. 

County Commissioner Swan showed plans of the Leander 
Page barn, and mentioned the Max White barn, as of a type 
ideal for County needs, and both these barns, were constructed 
at a cost of not over $10,000, complete. He also read letter 
quoting prices on a refrigeration system at a cost of $1450, by 
Nims Plumbing Co. He further informed the delegation that 
the lumber for the new barn could be sawed from timber cut 
upon the Farm property, and by the farm saw-mill, but that 
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other material viz: dry lumber for the silos would have to be 
purchased from outside sources, also stanchions, hardware, ete. 

Each member of the eommittee were called upon by Chair- 
man Callahan to express their individual opinions, and all ex- 
pressed themselves in accord with their Chairman’s report. 

Questioned by Thompson if any other data was available 
at this time, Sibley informed the delegation that through the 
Courtesy of a well known firm of Architects, Wells, Hudson 
and Granger of Hanover, N. H., who had made the plans for 
the Grafton and Sullivan County Institutional buildings, and 
other work for the State, happening to be in Keene at this 
particular time, completing their work for the Knight Memo- 
rial Chapel, offered the services of themselves and Engineer, at 
no expense, for the benefit of the Committee, in making a 
temporary survey of present location and approximate costs 
of re-modelling, to meet suggested recommendations of County 
Officers, and the information, the committee considered very 
helpful in many ways, and their report had been submitted in 
writing to the Committee. Chairman Callahan asked that the 
Clerk be given the report to record for the benefit of the dele- 
gation. Report as follows: 

Hanover, N. H., 
August 1, 1933. 
To the Special Committee considering the 
question of the Cheshire County Farm. 
Gentlemen,— 

May we offer you the results of our investigation and 
study of this problem. We have approached this matter from 
two entirely distinct angles. 

First: The retention of the present site, the moderniza- 
tion of existing facilities and the replacing of the destroyed 
geroup of farm buildings. 

Second: The construction of modern fireproof County 
Group on a site to be selected. 

Our approximate estimate of the cost of the first solution 
iS: 
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‘fA’’ |New Jail House 

We recommend after consultation with your officers the 
construction of a new fireproof jail house housing 30 prisoners 
with no increase in capacity. This should be located across 
the road from the Administration Office where the destroyed 
property stood and connected with the existing group by a 
man tunnel approximately 150’-0” long for centralized service. 
We recommend for this unit 10 cells and solitary confinement 
room, one dormitory accommodating 20, a Dining room; and 
Exercise room, and Locker and Toilet facilities at a cost of 
approximately $44,000.00. 


‘‘B’? Women Inmates Building 

We recommend the installation of a sprinkler system and 
the caulking of all window frames at an approximate cost 
of $2,900.00. 


“Cree tospital 
We recommend the installation of a sprinkler system and 
a fire escape at an approximate cost of $800.00. 


‘““D”’ Retaining Wall 
We recommend the installation of a reinforced concrete 
retaining wall along the bank of the brook and parallel with 
the long axis of Boiler Room to prevent the continuity of the 
erosion of this bank by annual high water conditions to insure 
the safety of the Boiler Plant approximately 150’-0” long and 
25’-0” high including anchor at an approximate cost of 
$12,000.00. 


‘HE’? The demolition of Old House of Correction and Old 
jail will provide sufficient brick for the inside wall lining of 
new jail so that the value of the salvaged material will offset 
the demolition cost. 

‘*F’’ We recommend the remodelling of present jail section 
of main building for inmates, providing sleeping, recreational 
and toilet facilities and ineluding a new sprinkler system in 
the entire building at an approximate cost of $11,000.00

““G’? To provide water facilities for the various sprink- 
ler system, we recommend the installation of an adequate water 
storage tank, and automatic supply system at an approximate 
cost of $5,000.00. 


““H’’ To replace the building group destroyed early last 
Sunday morning we recommend the construction of a modern 
semi-fireproof dairy barn housing 80 to 90 head ineluding bull 
and maternity pens, silos, modern stanchions, feed troughs, 
litter and feed carriers, proper ventilation, manure pit, and 
modern chopped hay storage and feed handling mechanism at 
an approximate cost of $22,000.00. 

For the Piggery, a similar modern structure to accommo- 
date 80 hogs, including head house which will contain Butcher 
Room and Wash Room, at an approximate cost of $16,000.00. 

To replace the Garage, a new 8 stall unit, at an approxi- 
mate cost of $2,500.00. 


foley ooller, Blarit : 

The larger of the two horizontal return tubular boilers is 
about 15 years old and is apparently in fair condition, we are 
informed that the smaller boiler has been recently retubed but 
it should be replaced to provide adequate breakdown capacity 
and should be included in this modernization program. The 
cost of this work would be approximately $4,000.00 including 
necessary piping changes. 


‘‘J’’ The Generating Plant 

Is about thirty years old, the engine has outlived its use- 
fulness and as stand by equipment is wholly inadequate in 
capacity. It is an 125 volt Direct Current Unit while the plant 
in general utilizes a public utility source which is alternating 
current. Frequent interruptions in this source would indicate 
the advisibility of providing a new generating plant of at least 
sufficient capacity to provide adequate hghting throughout the 
group and of the same current. characteristics as the utility, 
this latter is vital. This could be provided by installing a 
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modern engine with A. C. generator and switching apparatus 
for approximately $17,500.00 or a total cost in the Boiler and 
Engine Room of $21,500.00. 


““‘K’’ The Present Refrigerating Plant is of an obsolete 
rotary type. This entire unit should be replaced by a modern 
efficient unit at a cost of approximately $7,500.00. 


—“T)’? Considerable changes should be made in steam and 
return piping and all pipe covering repaired and replaced 
where broken or missing at a cost of $5,000.00. 


‘*M’’ Laundry Equipment 
We recommend the replacing of Washer Extractor and 
Mangle with modern Equipment at an approximate cost of 
$8,000.00. 


Total Estimated Cost of the first solution is $162,200.00. 


We would recommend for the second solution a modern 
fire-proof County Farm Building to accommodate 150 inmates 
and prisoners subdivided into. three units, (A) Administra- 
tion, (B) Male, (C) Female. These units will contain:

REPORT 
To The Cheshire County Delegation: 

Your Investigating Committee met the evening of August 
9th for the purpose of discussing the cause, loss and location 
of the beginning of the fire at the County Farm which de- 
stroyed certain buildings. 

There were present: Callahan, Thompson and Carrick. 
Mr. Wiswall asknowledged notice of the meeting, but could not 
be present. Mr. Thompson explained that notice of meeting 
had been sent to Mr. Winn by messenger but is inclined to 
believe the notice had not reached him, inasmuch as he was 
not present and he had not heard from him. 

Following a general discussion of the subjects, cause, loss 
and location of the beginning of the fire, it was felt that it 
was not necessary for the Committee to hold future meetings 
and go to the farm and quizz witnesses, inasmuch as the mem- 
bers of the Committee had individually visited the scene of 
the fire immediately thereafter and talked with various 
persons. 

The Committee’s findings are first, that the fire evidently 
started in the garage and second, that the cause of respon- 
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sibility should rest upon the shoulders of the last person or 
persons known to have visited the garage about 11:15 P. M., 
the fire apparently started very soon thereafter, being discov- 
ered shortly after 12:00 at which time, it was impossible to 
remove the ears, and third, that the loss is chargeable to the 
negligence of the watchman in not having discovered the blaze 
in its inception.

A meeting of Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
Court room, Court House, Keene, N. H., September 30, 1933 at 
7:30 P. M., Chairman Callahan presiding. Twenty-four dele- 
gates present, absentees being Gates, Kimball, Wardwell, 
Duffy, Rice and Duncan.

Miss Richardson explained financial experiences of Com- 
missioners in other Counties. 
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Swan submitted plans ealling for an outlay of $45,000 to 
$50,000 as sufficient for county re-modelling. 

Sibley makes following committee report: Committee does 
not fecommend expenditures suggested by architects. Com- 
mittee cannot find suitable site for re-location and committee 
are 100% in recommending retaining present site and spending 
moderate sum for re-modelling. No retaining wall need, and 
recommend water supply from big brook, tearing down old 
building, erecting dormitory across the road, instead of a new 
jail. Engage competent engineer to make survey for water 
supply. Telephone charges excessive and should be looked 
into. 

All members of Committee called upon by Chairman Calla- 
han to express their individual views and Appleton empha- 
sizes value of present site as a farm, the tillage pasture, and 
timber land, also water shed. 

Wiswall speaks on matter of water power development 
and recommends competent engineer to investigate and report 
its possibilities to the Delegation. Also recommends renewing 
electric wiring and installation of proper fire escapes. To mod- 
ernize the laundry and eliminate hazards. Drinking water 
supply should be made more sanitary and litter of dry leaves 
and foul matter removed. 

Commissioner Swan speaks on advisibility of installation 
of electric power line to run planers and saws in wood-working 
plant. Thompson and Carrick ask what sum Committee had 
in mind as necessary to make improvements suggested. 

Sibley answers the Committee cannot say. 

Carrick moves report of building committee be accepted 
and a rising vote of thanks be given them and a sum not ex- 
ceeding $300 be appropriated to engage a competent engineer 
and his report to the Committee be submitted to the Delegation 
for further action. Carrick moves Delegation go into execu- 
tive session with the Commissioners, and all others retire. 

Chairman Callahan informs Delegation of current eriti- 
cisms pertaining to hay purchased at Whitcomb Farm, being 
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cut so late that about one third contained weeds and $1000 an 
excessive price and calls on Commissioners for information. 

Ramsay stated that he would assume all responsibility on 
that particular hay purchase and that he and the Farm Super- 
intendent, Mr. Sherman, looked at the hay and he did not buy 
any poor hay grown on cornfield but bought hay grown on 
2ood land and most of the hay was cut in July and but a little 
cut in August and he estimated it measured about 62 or 63 
tons and considered it a good trade at $1000 and took Chfford 
Wilber’s word for it and if he had needed the hay would have 
bought it for himself at that price. 

Carrick asked information if hay was all cut this year or 
some of it last year’s hay. Ramsay was informed it, was all 
this year’s hay, but impossible to determine without handling 
it all over. 

Hanson stated location of hay land in question being 
damp, it would not matter if hay was cut late. 

Carrick informs Delegation that he was told by persons 
acquainted with the Whitcomb Farm that most hay ever cut on 
said farm was fifty tons and some of it an inferior quality and 
the $1000 purchase included some hay cut previous year. 

Miss Richardson said matter of hay purchase was dis- 
cussed before full Board of Commissioners and she thought it 
a matter which could be left to the male members of the 
Board and she had nothing further to do about it. 

Chickering states that he has confidence in Ramsay’s judg- 
ment to purchase hay. 

Motion of Appleton, seconded by Chickering, that matter 
of this particular hay purchase be dismissed. Motion pre- 
vailed. 

O’Neal asks information of correctness of reported charge 
of $5 each for transportation of prisoners from Keene to 
County Farm. . 

Miss Richardson reported that County Commissioners do 
not govern the expense of transporting prisoners. Also reports 
that charges to the County by the City of Keene of $2.50 each 
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for feeding prisoners is excessive and the Commissioners have 
never been able to get a meeting of Police Committee and that 
Judge Madden and others had made the statement that this 
charge was excessive. 

Motion made by O’Neal that Clerk present Attorney Gen- 
eral a copy of Solicitor’s reply to Investigating Committee as 
to legality of procedure, and get his ruling.

Questioned by Knowlton, County Commissioners Richard- 
son and Swan stated that no partiality was shown to anyone 
and everyone who wished had an opportunity to submit bids. 

Motion by Thompson that the Delegation appropriate 
$4,449 for installation of sprinkler system and on this motion 
the Chairman ealled for a roll call resulting in a unanimous 
vote, Spaulding and Appleton requesting they be excused from 
voting since being absent when debate ensued prior to voting. 
Chair granted their request. 

Debate ensued as to manner of handling the appropriation 
and Commissioners Swan, Ramsay and Richardson suggested 
it be taken from the total budget appropriation for 1933 and 
if it was proven later that the 1933 budget was insufficient to 
care for same, the Delegation Meeting for 1934 budget would 
include sufficient funds to cover same. The Delegation 
adopted their suggestion. 

The Commissioners reported a shortage of new hose 
to cover requirements of State Board of Insurance Under- 
writers and $100 was suggested as sufficient sum _ to 
cover requirements. On Thompson’s motion $100 was appro- 
priated for this purpose. 

On motion of Sibley, Delegation went into executive ses- 
sion and matter of Commissioners’ payment of Supt. Sher- 
man’s hospital bill was discussed by Sibley, no further action 
being taken.
